Hi  Devin, 


Unfortunately  the  commercial  loading  zone  (CLZ)  at  the  "T"  intersection  in  front  of  6603  Sunset  Blvd  was 
actually  illegal,  and  therefore  had  to  be  removed  and  replaced  with  a red  zone  that  had  previously  existed  at  one 

point. 


Per  LADOT,  parking/stopping  of  any  kind  cannot  be  permitted  inside  a signalized  intersection.  If,  for  example,  a 
large  truck  or  vehicle  were  parked  at  the  intersection,  it  could  possibly  obscure  the  signals.
